learn his trade as well as he could by 
watching and uillinnl real tuition. On

day- 


school and dnnviiiff-i'lioul. 
During 


that time my f.uln i already showed 
ability as a drnuglitsnnui. 
His mailer 


taw his talent, and w.inted him to com- 
pete for the one Mlvernit'dal given tli.it 
year to the apprentices for drawing in 
Munich, but he vas too poor to buj 
the material, 
bo the master gave him 


the paper, Indian ink :md rn.iteri.iK, 
and his drawings gained the sihi-i 
medal. I have those drawings now. 
They are masterly in their beautiful 
precision and delicacy of touch. Wines 
were awarded by the major of the, 
town in the fine old town hall of 
Munich—there was a great crowd of 
people to see the apprentices get their 
pri'/us, and when my father received

ins medal from the hands of the mayor 
a blast of trumpets sounded to mark
